Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1,14, 20, and 21, the prosecution history, especially at the 

previous Remarks by Applicant (01/22/2007, pages 11-16) clearly indicates the reasons for 

allowance. . 
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Specifically, regarding independent claims 1 and 14 the prior art fails to teach or suggest 
a phased locked micro-discharge array having a plurality of micro-discharge cavities sized to 
produce plasma within said cavities and being arranged such that at least some of the cavities are 
within the coherence length of at least one emission line in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims. 

Regarding independent claim 20 the prior art fails to teach or suggest a phased locked 
micro-discharge array having a plurality of micro-discharge cavities sized to produce plasma 
within said cavities and being arranged in a Fresnel pattern in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claim. 

Regarding independent claim 21 the prior art fails to teach or suggest a phased locked 
micro-discharge array having a plurality of micro-discharge cavities sized to produce plasma 
within said cavities and being arranged to produce a phase locked response when excited in * 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claim. 

The remaining claims are allowable due to their dependency.
